on,, as their fautours woulde coulour falſely their 
actions, which arc moſt manifeſtly ſeene and heard 
at theirarraignements, howe they are neither exe- 
cuted, condemancd,, nor endited , but for high 
Treaſons, affirming, thatamongeſt other things, 
they will take parte wyth anie armie ſent by. the 
Pope againſt vs and our Realme .

oo00ds,or intheir liberties, but onely by payment of 
a pecuniary ſumme,as a penaltic for the time that 
theydoerefuſe to come to Church,which is a moſt 
manifeſt courſe tofalſifie the flaunderous ſpeeches 
and Libelles ofthe Fugitiues abroade. Yet now it 


' is certainely vnderſtoode,that theſe heades of theſe 


dennesand receptacles, which are by-the-traitours

many thouſands (as they make their accompt for 
their purpoſe) of able people thatwill bee ready to 
afhiſt ſuch power as he ſhall ſer on land,and by their 
vaunting,they doetemptthe King hereto, who 0- 
therwiſe oughtin niſedoineandby his late expe- 
rience conceiueno hope of any ſafe landing here: 
ſhewingrto-him in Spaine, by the ſpeciall informa- 
tion of a Schooleman named Parſons, arrogating 
ro himſelfe the name of the King Catholikes Con- 
teflour , and to the Pope at Rome, by an other 
Scholler called _A#ey, now for his treaſons honou- 
red with a Cardinalles Harte, certayne ſkroles or 
beadrolles of names, of men dwelling in ſundry 
partes of our Countries, as they haue imagined 
them, bur ſpecially in the maritimes, with afſu- 
rance;that theſe their Seedmen named Seminaries, 
Prieſtes,and Ieſuites are inthe ſundry partes of the 
Realme, ſecretly harboured , hauing a great part 
of rhem beene hen within theſe x; or xii, moneths, 
and ſhall bee ready to continue their reconciled 
peopleintheir wks conſtancie to ſerue their pur- 
poſe both with their forces, and with their trayte- 
rous enterpriſes when the Spaniſh power fhall be 
ready to land,vpon which their impudent aſlerti- 
ons to the Pope, and to theking of Spaine (though 
they knowe a great part thereof to bee falſe) they 
hauenowe very lately aduertiſed into diuers partes 
by their ſecret meſſengers , whereof ſome are alſo 
very lately taken,and haue confeſſed the fame, that

from Spaine : And for our forces by land, our truſt 
is,that ſeeing wEhaue diſtributed our whole realme 
into ſeuerall charges of Lieutenancies, thatthey by 
themſclues where they may bee perſonally ny 4 
andotherwiſe by their deputies and affiſtants of 0- 
ther our Miniſters,willnow after the generall Mu-. 
ſters which haue ben by our ſpeciall order lately ta- 
ken, conſider of all things requiſite to performe, 
and make perfe& all defets that ſhall appeare ne- 
ceſlarie, to make all the bandes both of horſemen 
and footemen fully furniſhed with armour, wea- 


Pons,and munition,and withall other thingsrequi- 


ſite for their conduction to the places of ſeruice , & 
therealſo to continue as time ſhall require to de- 
fend their Countrey. Andſo wedoe moſt earneſt- 
ly require and charge all manner of our SubicRes, 
with theirhands,purſes,and aduiſes,yeaall and cue- 
ry perſon of cuery eſtate,with their pages to God, 
to moue him to affiſt this ſo naturall, honourable, 
and profitable a ſeruice being onely for defence of 
their naturall countrey, their wines, families, chil- 
dren,lands,goods,liberties,and thar poſterities a- 
you rauening ſtrangers,wilfull deſtroyers of their |

remedy againſt other fraudulentattempts of theSe-

' crifie;and by vaderminings of our good SubieQes 
yndera falſe colour and face of holineſle, ro make 


breaches in mens and womens conſciences, and fo 
to traine them totheirtreaſons, and that with fach 
a ſecrecie by the harboring of the ſaide traiterous 
meſſengers in obſcure places,as without very dilt- 
gent and continuallſearch to be made, and ſeuere 
orders executed,the ſame will remaine and fpred it 


ſelfe as a ſecret infeion of treaſonsin the bowels of

men of honeſty,fidelitie,andgood reputation ro be 
appointed in euery Shire,Citie, and Port townes 
within our realm,to inquire by al good means what 
perſonsare by their behauiours or otherwiſe wor- 


thy ro be ſuſpected to beanyſuch perſons, as have 


beneſent,orthat areimployed in any ſuch perſwa- 
ding of our people orof any reſiding within our 
ws to treaſon,or to moue any to relinquiſh their 
allegeance to vs,or to acknowledge any kind of 0- 
bedienceto the Pope or tothe King of Spaine, and 
alſo of other perſons that haue bene thereto indu- 
ced,and that haue thereto yeelded. And further to 


proceede in the execution of ſuch their Commiſ. 


fion as they ſhall bee more particularlie direted 

by inſtructions annexed to their ſaide Commiſh-

knowen and prooued by common experience, vp- 
on the apprehenſion of ſundry of the ſayde traite- 
rous perſons ſent into the Realme, that they duc 
come into theſame by ſecret Creckes, and landing 
places, diſguiſed, both in their names and perſons: 
Some in apparell, as Souldiers , Mariners,or Mer- 
chants, pretending that they haue bene heretofore

| incomely apparell,asthough they had trauelledin- 
_ toforreine Countries for knowledge: Andgeneral- 


ly all, or the moſt part,as ſoone as they are creptin, 
are cloathed like Gentlemen inapparell, and many 
as gallants, yea in all colours, and wyth feathers, 
and ſuch like diſguiling themſelucs , and many of 


them in their behautour as Rufhans., farre off to be. 


thought, or ſuſpeRed to be Friars, Prieſtes, Icſuits, 
or Popith Schollers. Andottheſe many doattempr 
toreſorte into the Vniuerſities and houſes of Lawe 
from whence in former times they departed : ma- 
ny into ſeruices of Noble men, Ladies and Gentle- 
men, with ſuch like fraudulent deuiſes ro couer 
themſelues from all apprehenſion , or ſuſpicion: 
and yet-in proceſle of time , they doe at length 
ſo inſinuate themſelues to get themſelues credite 
wyth hypocriſies, as they infect both the Ma- 
ſters ay Families , and conſ{equentlic aduen- 
ture alſo, yea ſecretly to vie their offices:of Prieſt- 
hoode and reconcilements: VVhereby all ſuch as 


doe retaine them are woorthie ro bee ſuſpeted, 


and may bee charged by Lawe totheir great dan- 
ger, 
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7 Forauoyding whereof, and eytherto diſco- 
uertheſe venemous Vipers , ortochaſethem await 
out oftherealme from the infefting of many more, 
VWedo order and ſtraightly charge and command 
all maner of perſons of what degree ſocuer they bee 
withoutany exception, Spirituall , or Temporall, 
Nobleman, Gentleman, Lorde, Lady , Maſter or 
Miſtrefle, or owner whatſocuer of any houſe, fami- 
lie, lodging, yea the very Officers of our ownehou- 
ſholde, and Gouernoursof any focieties, to make 
a preſent, due, and particular Inquiſition ofall ma- 
ner ofperſons that haue bene admitted, orſuffered 
rohauevſual reſort,diet,lodging,reſidencein their 
houſes,orin any place by their appointment,atany 
time within the Gece of one whole yeere now paſt, 
and endedat Michaelmas laſt:Or that from thence- 
foorth haue , or ſhall beadmitted, or ſuffered ſoto 
reſort,cate,lodge,reſide or attend: And by ſuch In- 
quiſition and examination, to bee duely and parti- 
cularly informed of what condition and Countrey 
any ſuch perſ6 is, & by what kind of means he hath 
heretofaxe lined, & where he hath ſpeEt his time for 
the ſpace of one whole yeere before. And likewiſe 
roknow whether hehath vſed,8& doth vſe to repaire 
tothe Churchat vſuall times to diuine ſeruice, ac- 
cordingtotheLawes ofthe realme . And to cauſe 


thoſe Inquiſitions, with their anſweres to be put in- 


rowriting particularly, and the fame to keepe ina 
manerof a Regiſteror Kalender to be ſhewed when 
they ſhall be demaunded, that vpon cauſe of ſuſpi- 


tion of any ſuch perſon, the ſame may bee further 


triedby the Commiſſioners of thoſe places, whe- 
ther the ſame perſons ſo examined bee loyall Sub-

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ietes or no--And ifany fuchſhall be found vnywil. 
as <8 to ſuch Inquiſition, orſhalbefound 
by his doubtful anſivere not likely to be an obedient 
Subie&, the ſame perſon ſhal be ſtayed by the houſ- 
holder, or himthat ought to haue examined him, 
and ſhalbe ſent toany of the Commiſhoners aboue 
mentioned nextadioyning . Andif any perſon ha- 
uing gouernement or commaundement ouer ante 
ſuch ſeruaunt, or reſtant, ſhall be founde not to haue 
performed the pointes of the foreſaide Inquiſition 
as 15 aboue limitted, the ſame ſhall be called to ap- 
peare before the ſaide Commiſſioners, or before 
our priuie Counſell;” if che qualitie of the perſon. 
ſhallſo require, andſhall befurther vſed and orde- 
red for ſuch default, as the ſaide Commiſhoners,or 
our Counſel ſhal haue juſt cauſe to deale with ſuch 
a perſon. And finally , wee doe admoniſhe and 
ſtraightly charge and commanndall perſons that: 
haue had anie intelligence, with any ſuch ſo ſent 
or comefrom beyond the Seas to ſuch purpoſes, to 
dete@them to the Commiſſioners in that behalte 
to bee aſsigned as aforefaide, within twentie dayes 
after the publication hereof, in the Shire, Towne, 
or Citie, or Porte, wythin the precinRes of the 
ſame Commilsion, vpon paine that the offenders 
therein , ſhall be puniſhed as abertours and main- 
teiners of-traytours , VVherein wee are reſolutely 
determined to ſuffer no fauour to bee viedforanie 
reſpe of any perſons, qualities, or degrees, nor 
ſhall allowe, or ſuffer to be allowed any excuſe of 
negligence for not deteRtion,, or for not due exa- 
minatioof the qualities of ſuch dangerous perſons 
according to the order here afore preſcribed, being

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no wiſe contrary, but agreeable to the moſt ancient 
laws and good viages of our Realme,deuiſed for the 
good order ofal maner of ſubieQts in euery precin&t 
of any Leete tobe foorthcomming to anſwere for 


their behauior towards the dignitie of our Crowne, 
andthe common peace of ourRealme.
